* Can grow in most climates, 
bunched together with orther 
plants, requires little care. 


* No psychoactive properties

Characteristic 


Marijuana is known for its flowering 
tops of the plant. The flowers are 
typically bared to have a high THC. 


* Shorter, resembles a bush, 
with more leaves and buds 
surrounding the plant’s body 


Growth ts carefully monitored, 
controlled in an isolated, warm, 
humid area to maximize 
psychoactive uses. Cross-pollination 
can ruin THC content.
